MacMurray Students Meet Jim 
Crow Justice In Alabama 


One hundred years ago the civil war 
was about to explode and the nation 
was seething with tensions relating to 
slavery and the treatment of Negroes. 
Today, a century later, although 
slavery has been abolished, Negroes 
are still fighting for the right to be 
treated as American citizens and racial 
turmoil continues unabated. 
Montgomery, Alabama, heart of the 
old confederacy, is still one of the main 
focal points of this racial controversy. 
There an association of Negroes known 
as the Montgomery Improvement As­ 
sociation was formed under the leader- 
er ship of Dr. Luther King, a clergyman 
who is now nationally known for his 
fight against segregation. 
The Montgomery Improvement Asso­ 
ciation conducted an effective boycott 
against the city bus system, protesting 
segregation on municipal buses. 
In 
the last two months in Mcmtgomery, as 
well as in other cities throughout wide­ 
spread areas of the south, large num­ 
bers of colored people have concentrat­ 
ed their protests against segregation 
in public eating places. Students, par­ 
ticularly those from Negro institutions, 
have been, and are now, most active in 
these lunch counter demonstrations. 
Into this highly tense situation a 
group of MacMurray sociology stu­ 
dents, including both men and women, 
walked, perhaps with foolhardy naive­ 
ty, but presumably with their eyes 
open as observers. They went without 
any intention to stir up or foment trou­ 
ble, but almost immediately they met 
in person the ugly face of Jim Crowism. 
The students and their professor 
were arrested and jailed because they 
had committed the sin of having lunch 
at a Negro cafe with colored students 
from Alabama State College for Ne­ 


groes. The integrated luncheon had 
been arranged by the Montgomery Im­ 
provement Association. 
Although 
reportedly other white 
people had eaten with Negroes in this 
same 
restaurant 
without 
difficulty, 
this delegation of seeming interlopers 
from the north was too much for Mont­ 
gomery 
police 
officials, twelve 
of 
whom descended upon the group, ar­ 
rested the diners and hustled them off 
to jail in “segregated” paddy wagons. 
The legal charge made against the 
students and their professor was that 
of disorderly conduct. 
Several weeks before this incident 
the Montgomery city council, no doubt 
realizing its patent unconstitutionality, 
repealed an ordinance prohibiting per­ 
sons of different races from eating to­ 
gether in public places. Southern offi­ 
cials arrived at the conclusion that 
demonstrators could be more effective­ 
ly prosecuted under a new ordinance 
relating to the nebulous misdemeanor 
offense of disorderly conduct. With this 
shotgun type of legal treatment it 
would be far more difficult for effec­ 
tive appeals to be taken on constitution­ 
al grounds. 
In this situation it was a foregone 
conclusion that the MacMurray group 
would be convicted in the Montgomery 
court. 
However, knowing the high caliber 
of the MacMurray students, one of 
whom is a Fulbright scholar, it is incon­ 
ceivable to us that there is any real 
foundation for the disorderly conduct 
charges placed against them. 
As we have said, their only offense, if 
it can be termed that, was sitting down 
to lunch with fellow students of a dif­ 
ferent color. That, and being from Illi­ 
nois.

“ It must have been just IOO years ago

A* the channel of our present 
Illinois R iver was formed and deepened, 
Lake Illinois was gradually* drained, leac­ 
hing thousands of acres of level, fertile farm­ 
ing land and leaving, also, a clearly defined 
shore line now referred to as “ the bluff.” 
This was favored land by the hardy 
pioneers because here were all of the requi­ 
sites for a permanent hom e—trees straight 
and tall for timbers and heat- rich soil to 
be broken bv the crude plow- 
water, clear 
and pure, bubbling from springs in the deep 
hollow s—and game, easy prey for expert 
riflemen.

R. Bailey 
seeking the ideal spot to call “ home." a
